BEWARE  OF  STUNG  LIONS | 

Careful:  the  Lions  are  coming*  Stung  if 

not  mauled  last  week  in  Canberra,  the 
classy  Brisbane  outfit  must  be  in  a  pretty 
mean  mood  for  today’s  visits  And  an 
extra  warning:  on  previous  visits  to  the  Big  Smoke,  they  took  the  scalps 
of  Hakoah  (Now  Sydney  City)  and  Olympic* 


Lions  this  year  have  climbed  a  lot  higher  on  the  ladder  than  some  people 
would  have  expected  and  are  challenging  for  a  semi-final  spot*  Under 
their  new  coach,  Julius  Vincze,  ex-Hungarian  and  former  Queensland  star, 
they  have  been  accumulating  the  points  with  diligence* 

The  Lions  *  defence  is  psssibly  the  team’s  tru,e  forte:  in  the  Henna  tt- 
Potter-Hermiston  trio,  helped  by  Wilson  and  Niven  as  well  as  acrobatic 
goalie  Lownds,  they  have  an  often  impenetrable  wall*  Ask  high-flyers 
West  Adelaide  who,  two  weeks  ago,  couldn’t  get  a  single- goal  past  this  lot* 

In  Hughes  they  possess  a  dangerous  sharpshooter:  give  him  an  inch  and  next 
moment  the  net  bulges  with  his  shot*  Then  add  the  polished  Las!©,  the 
industrious  Fairbrother ,  the, elusive  little  Morris  and  the  classy  Spearritt 
and  instantly  you  will  feel  t'he  claws  of  a  Lion  on  the  rampage* 

But  Brisbane  Lions  have  other  claims  to  fame,  too*  With  their  farsighted 
officials  --  many  of  them  hailing  from  Holland  —  they  were  always  among 
the  first  and  strongest  supporters  of  the  Philips  League*  It’s  only  fair

Can  he  really  put  new  heart  and 
soul  into  Saints  and  take  them 
up  to  a  respectable  place  on  the 
table  before  the  end  of  the 
season? 


Many  St* George  fans  think  so:  their  faith  in  the  "old  magician"  is 

unlimited*  The  man  who  guided  St.George  to  their  first  ever  NSW  champ¬ 
ionship  title  in  1962  —  after  having  had  similar  successes  with  Prague 
and  Canterbury  —  seldom  fails*  Only  a  few  weeks  before  joining  the  clu : 
Joe  Vlas its  won  with  NSW  the  national  under- 19  championship  in  Brisbane* 
Winning  is  in  his  blood* 


Last  week’s  brilliant  win  in  Newcastle  might  have  spelt  the  start  of  a 
major  revival*  To  bring  home  the  two  points  from  Newcastle  where  over 
10,000  local  fans  were  helping  their  favorites  along  is  no  mean  task. 
But  these  are  the  challenges  Vlasits  relishes# 


There  are  very  clear  definite  signs  that  at  long  last,  the  Saints  are 
fighting  their  way  out  of  a  slump*  Key  players  such  as  Hensman,  Jones 
and  Robbie  O’Shea  are  back  in  the  fray  again  after  injuries,  the  steady¬ 
ing  influence  of  Ut jesenovic  has  tidied  up  the  defence  and  up  front  goals 
are  coming  a  little  easier  than  earlier*  Many  club  officials  have  been 
saying  for  weeks  that  all  this  team  needs  is  faith  in  itself*  Maybe  it® 
finding  it  now  under  the  calm  professionalism  of  Joe  Vlasits# 

Of  course,  it  would  be  futile  to  expect  miracles,  like  a  sequence  of  wins 
to  take  Saints  into  the  top  four  --  but  mathematically  even  this  is  not 
impossible*  All  the  team  has  to  do  is  win  its  next  seven  matches,  hope 
that  those  further  up  drop  points  regularly  and  then**.#* 

But  this  cannot  be  the  aim  for  the  rest  of  1978*  Vlasits  as  well  as  the 
Club  merely  hope  to  end  the  terrible  run  the  team  had  this  season,  help 
the  players  regain  their  old  confidence,  move  a  few  slots  up  the  table  — 
and  rebuild  for  1979*  This  rebuilding  process  has  already  started! 
Vlasits,  forever  the  intelligent  planner  and 
schemer,  is  quietly  taking  stock  of  the  staff 
the  Club  will  need  for  next  season*  Certain  to 
stay  on  in  1979  in  some  technical  capacity, 

Vlasits  wants  to  make  sure  that  St. George  —  his 
first  love  during  his  long  and  checkered  Austral¬ 
ian  career  —  doesn’t  have  to  relive  the  traumas 
of  19?8  once  again* 

Every  great  club  can  fall  on  hard  times,  but  the 
hallmark  lies  in  its  ability  to  bounce  back* 

And  Jbhis  is  what  St. George  promises  to  do*  __
